W. NICKLE, CONSERVATIVE, 
JOINS WITH OPPOSITION 


Severe Criticism of Mackenzie 
and Mann Heard During 
Lively Debate. 


Ottawa, May 14.—The debate on the 
government resolutions providing for a 
guarantee of $45,000,000 for the C.N.R, 
and the conditions attached thereto 
got away toa rather Iively start in the 
commons yesterday. There were 
speeches by Premier Borden, Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier, Hon, Arthur Mefighen and 
W. F. Nickle, conservative member for 
Kingston, who is opposed to the pro- 
posals of the government. Mr. Nickle 
spoke Jate in the evening and was 
MWstened to with close attention by 
members to the right and to left of 
the speaker. 

Mr. Borden in explanation of the de- 
claration of the govt to come to the 
ald of the C.N.R., sald that the mints- 
ters had been convinced that it was 
absolutely necessary something should 
be done. It would be In the nature 
of a national calamity !f this system 
were not completed. Mr. Borden said 
that the proposal that the line should 
be allowed to go Into Hquidation had 
not appealed to him. Perhaps some- 
thing might have been saved by the 
adoption of such a course, but Irre- 
parable damage would have been done 
to Canadian credit and the develop- 
ment of the country retarded to a 
considerable degree, 

Sir Wilfrid Laurter declared that If 
the government waa going {nto a part- 
nership with MacKenzie and Mann it 
should have a majority of the common 
stock and control, He maintained 
that the $40,000,000 of common stock 
secured was an fllusory protection for 
the country and that the mortgage was 
of Httle value because the system was 
already heavily mortgaged. Sir Wil- 
frid agreed that it would not be wise 
to let the C. N. R. go under. He 
believed that Canada requires three 
transcontinental rallways, The reso- 
lution brought down, he said was 
worse than confusing and did not bear 
out the explanation of it given to the 
press. 

Hon. Arthur Meighen devoted most 
of his time to replying to the argu- 
ments of Sir Wilfrid. He spoke at 
length with the object of showing that 
much more had been done to guaran- 
tee the rights of the people than had 
ever been attempted by the late gov- 
ernment. His government he said, had 
secured a mortgage on every available 
asset of Mackenzie and Mann and the 
rights of the country had been amply} 
protected.

PAVING PLANT 


Board Favors Proposal, But 
Says It Is “Up to City 
Council.” 


SUFFICIENT MONEY ON 
HAND FOR COMPLETION 


Matter to Be Submitted to 
‘ ‘ a ‘ 
Special Council Meeting 
Friday, 

Commissioner Saunders and Mayor 
McNamara laid a communication be- 
fore the commission board yesterday 
afternoon recommending the purchase 
of a municipal paving plant. 

The mayor stated that the city has 
to pave certain streets that have been 
left over from the uncompleted pro- 
gram of last year and also in accord- 
ance with an agrpement with the Hud- 
son's Bay company it Is essential that 


certain streets be paved through the 
Hudson's Bay reserve. 
Commissioner Saunders stated that 


he had visited two paving plants while 
in Calgary recently and in view of 
their success in that city he thought 
Edmonton should establish a plant of 
the same nature. Conditions are prac- 
tically the same in Edmonton as Cal- 
gary, he sald, except that gravel can 
be purchased at a lower price in Cal- 
gary. 
$27,000 on Hand 

Deputy Commissioner Richardson 
pointed out that $60,000 was raised last 
year for the establishing of a municl- 
pal plant of which sum 833,000 has 
been used, leaving a balance unex- 
pended of $27,000." 

“With the amount of material and 
equipment we now have on hand I 
think that $27,000 will be sufficient to 
complete the plant,” stated Commis- 
sioner Saundere. 

Commissioner Chalmers suggested 
that the city enter into negotiations 
with the Crown Paving Company with 
a view to renting or purchasing their 
plant. The plant is now lying Idle. 

Commissioner Booth was of the 
opinion that the commissioners should 
decide whether or not the plant should 
be completed {n vlew of the fact that 
sufficient money was on hand for the 
completion of the work, and no further 
capttal would have to be ralsed. 

“To make the plant a paying propo- 
sitlon it wlll be necessary for the city 
to do at least 100,000 yards of pave- 
ment this year. It Is up to the coun- 
ell to decide whether the city shall 
establish this polley or not,” stated 
Commissioner Saunders. 

Tt was decided to table the commu- 
nications of the mayor and commis- 
sioners until such time as the council

THE UNSKILLED LABORER 
AND THE UNSKILLED THINKER. 

Having made an exhaustive investigation of the present condi- 
tion of unemployment in the city, a special committee of the Welfare 
league reports that in their opinion the chiefest cause is the unrestrict- 
ed immigration of unskilled laborers. 

It is to laugh. : 

Without first having come here, the immigrant could certain- 
ly could not have become one of the local unemployed. That part, 
at least, of the league’s diagnosis admits of no contradiction. : 

But does the league undertake to say that it is because the immi- 
grant is unskilled, or an immigrant, that he is unemployed. What a 
joke. 


With millions and hundreds of millions of acres of the finest land 
in the world lying idle all about the city and province, and with the 
cities of the world crying for food, the highbrow gentlemen of the 
welfare league would ameliorate the situation by stopping the immigra- 
tion of men who might work the land if given the opportunity and a 
little direction, 

If, as the economists say, wealth is labor applied to land then 
Edmonton has the potentialities of wealth in greater degree than any 
other commercial center on the continent. It has the finest land and 
the labor is here. But both are going to waste—the labor and the 
Jand—and the Welfare league decides that the reason why this is so 
is because the labor has been brought to where the land is. 

By going to the top of the highest building in the city and look- 
ing around, the members of the Welfare league might see jobs enough 
for all the idle people in Western Canada. But the jobs belong to 
people who do not want them, Pingree, in Detroit, once set this mat- 
ter partially right ina season of unemployment much worse than Ed- 
monton is now experiencing by securing the vacant lots of the city, 
rent free to the unemployed to use as potato patches. Thousands of 
the very class of people whom the Welfare league claims should be 
kept out of the country because they cannot take care of themselves, 
spent the memorable summer of '93 in Detroit gardening the lots per- 
mitted to their use, with the result that Detroit suffered the least 
among northern cities in the winter that followed. The Poles, Finns, 
Hungarians and Italians of Detroit at least had enough to eat because 
they grew it themselves. They could do the same in Edmonton if 
given the same chance.

NOT MUCH ROOM: FOR 
SYMPATHY HERE, 

A measure which seeks to render procedure under its clauses as 
simple as possible is being pushed through the house of commons at 
Ottawa to penalize those publishing false statements In real estate ad- 
vertising, and among other things which the bill proposes to provide 
against is the pictorial representation which, by a contorted perspec- 
tive, shows the subdivision ina much more desirable position than it 
actually is. 

In the minds of the law makers at Ottawa this is salutary and 
very desirable legislation, and the real estaters who fool easterners 
into buying bogus lots are being thoroughly and properly. execrated 
in the hall beneath the dome. 

But while the real estaters who deal in bogus subdivisions are en- 
titled to all the contumely that is being poured upon their heads it is 
remarkable that among the alleged intellectuals who compose the 
dominion house there is no one to arise to point out that, morally 
speaking, the eastern purchaser is not without some intent of obliquity, 
even though his actions may align with every legal requirement, 

When the eastern spectator purchases a western lot he does so 
upon the undrestanding with himself that the industry of western peo- 
ple will make him a profit. He does not propose to live on the lot 
nor to contribute to the sum total of western industry, His capital 
invested is a loafing capital. He proposes to take something out, over 
and above what he puts in, without doing anything for that which he 
takes out. In other words, he proposes to anticipate the necessities 
of those who are building up the west and to place a penalty against 
these necessities. 

If the dominion law in question is to be framed upon a basis of 
ethics, the very first question which should present itself to the minds 
of the law makers is whether there is any moral justification for any- 
one owning a lot which he does not use and does not intend to use, 

In Edmonton there are thousands of these lots in the hands of 
owners who live in London, Hong Kong, or New York. Many of 
them are being used by shackers, who are trespassers but who, never- 
theless, by their presence in the city, help to make them valuable. 
Yet the more valuable the trespassers make the lots, the less chance 
they have of ever coming into possession of one of them on which to 
establish a home. 

Look at it from this angle, when the easterner gets bitten on a 
bogus subdivision the western resident, struggling with the high cost 
of living, can scarcely be expected to shed any sincere tears voer his 
discomfiture. It presents itself to him very much in the light of the 
man who, looking for the best of it, gets the worst of it. There is not 
much room for sympathy. 


HIGH FINANCE IN 
RAILWAY ENTERPRIZE. 


Nothing can wipe out the fact that already Canada has given to 
the Mackenzie and Mann firm $250,000,000 in one form or another 
toward the construction of a railway which requires $45,000,000 yet 
to complete, that Mackenzie and Mann presented themselves with 
practcally all the common stock, for which they paid not one dollar, 
and that they awarded to themselves as a construction company the 
contracts, without tender, for the road which was being paid for with 
public money.

909, with more to come; for smaller contrcats, $5,299,681. Not

PLANS UUTLINED 
FOR DEVELOPMENT 
OF AGRICULTURE 


Thomas H, Miller Addresses 
Industrial Association on 
Ever Important Subject. 


WILL KEEP LIST OF 
-- ALL AVAILABLE LAND 


Pantages Singers Delight 
Crowd With Splendid Rendi- 
tion Edmonton Songs,’ 


Thomas H. Miller, chirman of the 
committee on agriculture of the indus- 
trial department of the Edmonton In- 
dustrial association, outlined the far- 
reaching work being carried on by his 
committee at the luncheon held in the 
Empire auditorium at noon today. 

Mr, Miller first stated that the prin- 
cipal object sought was to get the 
land in the Edmonton district settled 
by experienced farmers. After that he 
thought other much-needed things, 
such as good+ roads, would follow 
naturally. 

This was a big proposition; so big, in 
fact, that they had come to the con- 
clusion that they would have to securo 
the ald and co-operation of all this part 
of Alberta, With this end in view 
they had got into touch with the boards 
of trade of all the towns within a 
radius of about 100 miles of the city, 
and invited them here to discuss the 
Situation, 

Unanimous in Approval 

Although the notice was a brief one, 
no less than 18 delegates had come to 
the luncheon two weeks ago, and had 
talked over the matter afterwards. He 
was glad to say that they had unanl- 
mously approved of the work it was 
proposed to do; namoly, to establish 
and maintain a permanent exhibit of 
the agricultural products of all parts 
of the district,,on the ground floor in 
a central part of the city, also to ex- 
hibit at the San Francisco and San 
Diego falrs, 

Help to Get 50,000,000 

In connectlon with the two California 
exposition, Mr. Miller said that more 
results could be obtained and more 
people come into contact with at the 
two fairs than in traveling through half 
a dozen or more states. Moerover, 
many of the states would not allow 
Western Canada exhibits at the state 
fairs, but they were glad to get them at 
San Francisco and San Diego, 

The speaker referred to the statement 
made recently by Dr, H, M. Tory, prin- 
cipal of Alberta university, that this 
province could support 50,000,000 peopte 
from her own products if the same de- 
gree of cultivation were -reached as 
prevailed in some European countries, 
He thought that the work now being 
done would help in attaining that goal. 

Mr. Miller said that It had been esti- 
mated that evers’ farmer was worth, on 
the average, about $1,000 worth of trade 
per year to the city or town in which 
he traded, The more farmers that 
could be induced to come to any part 
of the Edmonton district, the more the 
city would benefit. It-did not matter 
Where they went as long as it was in 
this district, 

Will List Lands 

Tho association intended to have 
literature Jssued regarding each part of 
the district, also a list of lands avall- 
able for settlement, elther by home- 
stead or purchase; so that prospective 
farmers would not fall into the hands 
of irresponsible parties who might be 
interested in selling them certain lands 
at certain prices, whether it was to 
thelr own advantage or not, 

If a few men with voices like those 
who are at the Pantages this week 
would join the association members on 
their trip to Toronto the songs which 
It 1s proposed to sing would certainly 
make hits with everybody, At least, 
that was about the unanimous opinion 
of those who attended today’s luncheon 
and heard the clever singers whom 
Manager C, 1.

Populated as densely as the 
commonwealth of Massachusetts, our 
province would contain 120,000,000 in- 
habitants in cities, towns and coun- 
try. 

“Dr. Henry Marshall Tory, president 
of the university of Alberta, who has 
gwiven years to the study of the nature 
resources of our province, emphasized 
this prediction at a meeting of the Ed- 
monton Industrial association on April 
2, when he stated: 

“'When sclence and modern meth- 
ods are applied to agriculture and in- 
dustry in Alberta, then this province 
will be able to feed and clothe 50,000,- 
000 people without any help from the 
outside” 

Only Three Per Cent, 

“Think what this will mean! The 
present population of all Canada is 
less than 8,500,000; Alberta has only 
between 425,000 and 450,000 inhabit- 
ants, 

“The province of Alberta has within 
its boundaries about 100,000,000 acres 
of fertile lands available for settle- 
ment. This is exclusive of 1,520,000 
acres occupied by lakes, rivers and 
creeks, and 60,000,000 acres of moun- 
tains and hills and other lands, not 
suitable for cultivation at present. 
Two million, seven hundred and nine- 
ty-nine thousand, two hundred and 
sixty-seven acres, or less than three 
per cent, of the available farming area, 
was under cultivation in 1918, when

"|our farmers produced 76,576,682 bush- 


els of grain, in addition to hay, roots, 
vegetables, live stock and dairy pro- 
ducts, having a farm value of between 
$15,000,000 and $20,000,000. The in- 
crease tn acreage over 1912 was 407,- 
415, and the crop increase was 9,331,- 
140 bushels, 
Farmers Are Manufacturers. 

“A larger area is being cultivated 
this year and it is predicted that much 
greater gains will follow in years to 
come, when our farmers will have de- 
voted more attention to diversified ag- 
riculture, which may be Interpreted to 
mean that modern farms in Alberta are 
rapidly supplanting the bonanza wheat 
ranches—that the farm is being con- 
verted into a manufacturing enter- 
prise—increasing the efficiency of the 
plant and eliminating all waste. 

“Manufacturing in Alberta during 
the decade previous to 1910 was just 
as large relatively as in any province 
of the dominion, and since the last 
named year It has grown by leaps and 
bounds; and yet it might be sald that 
we are not more than out of swaddling 
clothes, but, withal, a sturdy infant, 
which gives every reasonable promise 
of developing into virile manhood, May 
T quote a few statistics gathered from 
official sources: 

Tremendous Increases. 


“What are now the provinces of Al- 
berta and Saskatchewan were group- 
ed prior to 1905, hence I am giving you 
the figures for both combined. In 1900, 
Alberta and Saskatchewan had 105 
manufacturing establishments, em- 
ploying 1,168 men and women and §1,- 
689,870 capital. Salaries and wages 
amounted to $465,768; the value of the 
raw material was $1,121,342, and the 
value of the finished products was 
placed at $1,964,987, 

“Five years later—in 1905—the pro- 
vince of Alberta alone had 120 manu- 
factoring plants, employing $5,645,821 
of capital and 2,045 men and women, 
who received $1,167,107 in salaries and 
wages. The value of the products was 
$5,116,782. 

“Tho last census bulletin Issued by 
the government at Ottawa shows that 
Alberta had 290 manufacturing estab- 
Iishment In 1910. These plants em- 
ployed 6,980 men and women and a to- 
tal capital of $29,618,346; they paid 
$4,865,661 tn salaries and wages, and 
$9,998,777 for raw materials. The va- 
lue of the finished products was placed 
at $18,788,826, 

“The Increase in the number of fac- 
tories in Alberta from 1905 to 1910 was 
about 140 per cent., and I believe you 
will agree that it Is safe to assume 
that since 1910 we have accomplished 
far more than in the 10 years previous- 
ly. 

Edmonton’s Rapid Progress. 

“In passing I might cite the fact that 
the output of the factories of Edmon- 
ton Jumped from $248,788 in 1900 to 
$4,498,804 in 1910. We have today 143 
manufacturing plants, or 23 more than 
were In operation throughout Alberta in 
1905, and the value of the products 
{is fully threa times greater than that 
of the output of four years ago, Cal- 
gary, Medicine Hat, Lethbridge, Mac- 
leod, Redcliff and other cities and 
towns also made rapid strides. 

“So much for the past growth of 
manufacturing In Alberta. We have 
accomplished big things in ai few 
years, We might have achieved more) 
--we did the best we could do. To be | 
sure, mistakes were made, but we will| 
not make the same mistakes twice. 
What the future years hold the brain 
of man cannot grasp. We haye before 
/ us & stupendous task, so big, so far- 
reaching, so enormous, that I heasl- 
tate. to make any attempt at figures. 

“We know that railroads cannot be!

nomic equilibrium of Canada itself. 
Trafflc experts tell us that the Pana- 
ma canal will add 10 cents a bushel 
to the value of every bushel of grain 
to be grown in the provinces of Alber- 
ta and Saskatchewan. Our manufac- 
turers will share equally as well in 
this unearned dividend, 


Factors in Transportation. 

“The principal factors in any trans- 
portation service are collecting, for- 
warding and distributing. The for- 
warding element predominates in wa- 
ter transportation, but collecting and!

“The collecting and distributing ser- 
‘vice by railroads, therefore, is of in- 
comparably more importance than the 
\forwarding service which can be per- 
| formed by water transpertation. Thus 
‘the railroad yards are the real har- 
‘bors of the prairie provinces. Great 
commercial highways develop In obed- 
fence to natural economic laws, rather 
than in obedience to men, and it is not 
on this continent alone that the rela- 
tive commercial and industrial status 
of cities is determined chiefly by rall- 
roads, 

“Europe affords numerous examples 
of this fact. Berlin's rank as the third 
city in Europe—and pushing toward 
second place—is due to its rallroads, 
which make it the chief distributing 
center for Prussia and other parts of 
Germany. Other important railroad 
centers {n the old country are London, 
Paris and Hamburg. Not one of their 
ports is of great commercial import- 
ance, — 


$11,000,000 Available. 


“We have in the province of Alberta 
at present more than $8,500 miles of 
railroads and I am informed by the 
provincial railway department that 700 
miles of standard gauge lines will be 
bullt this year, as against 600 miles in 
1913; also that more than $11,000,000 
is available for construction work on 
railroads guaranteed by the govern- 
ment. This includes $6,500,000, recent- 
ly deposited to the credit of the gov- 
ernment under the Alberta and Great 
Waterways agreement. The line will 
extend from Edmonton north to Fort 
McMurray, 800 miles, 

“T am also informed that construc- 
tion to be undertaken this year prob- 
ably will include the Peace River 
branch of the Canadian Northern, 76 
miles; Edmonton, Dunvegan and Brit- 
ish Columbia, 100 miles; Alberta and 
Great Waterways, 120 miles; Oliver to 
St. Paul de Metis, ttanadian Northern, 
100 miles; Calgary to Pincher Creek, 
Canadian Northern, 175 miles, and 200 
miles of steel to be laid on the Cana- 
dian Pacific grade in southern Al- 
berta. 

Railways Pushing On. 


“With the opening of the Grand 
Trunk Pacific and the Canadian Nor- 
thern railroads to the Pacific coast and 
the extension of other rallway lines in- 
to the Peace River country and other 
parts of our vast hinterland, which 
contains land capable of supporting 
from three to four times the entire 
population of this dominion, will come 
the development of Alberta's mining 
and lumber and pulp-wood Industries 
and the harnessing of the mighty riv- 
ers of the north to supply cheap elec- 


trical power to thousands of busy 
wheels, 
“British, Canadian and American 


capitalists have their eyes upon the 
petroleum, asphalt and natural gas 
prospects in various parts of Alberta, 
especially {n the north, and it is pre- 
dicted that millions of dollars will be 
expended in this and other exploration 
work. The Edmonton Industrial asso- 
clation, of which I have the honor to 
be president, is investing $25,000 in a 
natural gas prospect near the town of 
Viking. Work is under way. If we 
strike gas in commercial quantities the 
city of Edmonton will take over the 
completed well, re-imbursing the sub- 
scribers to the gas fund dollar for dol- 
lar; if no gas is found, we lose. But 
we do not expect to lose. 
More Coal Than All Rest. 


“Recent compilations show that the 
coal area of the province of Alberta ts 
larger than the combined coal areas of 
the rest of Canada. Four million, 
three hundred and six thousand tons 
of coal was mined last year, an increase 
of 869,997 tons in 1912. The gatn in 
1918 over 1906 is fully 506 per cent, 

“The coal reserves in the province 
of Alberta are estimated at 1,076,039,- 
000,000 metric tons, or 14% per cent. 
of the total coal resources of the 
world. The mining of this tonnage 
alone would give steady employment 
for thousands of men for hundreds of 
years. In addition, we have enormous 
beds of salt and asphalt, and numer- 
ous minerals In the Athabasca dis- 
trict. There is also vast undeveloped 
mineral wealth in the Rocky moun- 
tains and hill regions. An abundance 
of natural gas has been found in south- 
ern Alberta; deposits of gas and oll 
will be developed during this and com- 
ing years, 

“Comparatively little Is known about 
the mineral wealth of the Peace River 
country, or the Mackenzie River dis- 
trict. In fact, it has yet to be pros- 
pected for the more precious metals. 
Silver, lead and fron ores are known 
to exist In large quantities. There are 
also indications of gold. With ade- 
quate transportation § facilities there 
will come enormous development, min- 
ing as well as manufacturing, and 
millions of dollars will be added to our 
wealth. 

No Fear of Extinction. 

“The fur and fish Industries of the 
hinterland of Alberta are worth sev- 
eral millions of dollars a year. Veter- 
an trappers tell us that under present 
conditions there need be no fear of 
the extinction of fur-bearing animals, 
and we know that the fishing industry

“The building of railway lines into 
the north will also mean the establish- 
ment of numerous lumber mills, wood 
pulp and paper plants. Other sources 
of revenue from manufacturing will be 
strawboard and paper box factories, 
and linen and woollen mills, foundries 
and rolling mills, brick, lime, cement, 
and glass plants. Millions of tons of 
ores, shales, clays, silleca and other 
sands and marls are at the disposal 
of the manufacturer in various parts 
of the province. 

“IT could cite numerous other ele- 
ments of the potential wealth of Al- 
berta; I could quote strings of Ngures 
that I am confident will be reached, 
basing the development In the future 
upon our achievements of the past,} 
but I hesitate for fear that five or ten 
years hence some might say I had at 
this time under-estimated the possi- 
bilities of our unexcelled resources, 


More Railroads Necessary, 

“Western Canada Is on the threshold 
of an era of industrial, commercial and 
financial development and advancement 
that will rival anything the world has 
yet witnessed. We are making re- 
markable progress in Alberta with our 
farming industry, and to successfully 
distribute this enormous wealth, esti- 
mated at $160,000,000 last year, and de- 
rive the greatest benefit, {it will be 
necessary to build more railroads, de- 
velop river 
and establish more factories and mills, 
These are made possible by the inex- 


haustible supply of the three forms of|twenty-five or fifty dollars or a term 


fuel which are the most readily adapt- 
ed to the use of these institutions, 

“Factories and mills to be built will 
employ thousands of men at good 
wages, the railroads will haye more 
freight to haul, hence more men em- 
ployed, the mines and refineries” will 
add to our permanent payrolls and mo- 
ney will circulate more freely, This 
will develop more markets for the pro- 
ducts of the farms In the rural com- 
munities nearest to the manufacturing 
centers, and the direct result will be 
mixed farming, the real source of 
wealth in this or any other country 
under the sun, 

Tribute to Alberta. 

“Thirty years ago what is now the 
province of Alberta was a territory 
considered fit only for the habitation 
of the buffalo and other wild things 
and the redman and the fur trading 
voyager, It was the subject of weird 
tales of cold and deprivation. All this 
has changed. The grazing grounds of 
the buffalo are occupied by factories 
and mills, the Indian wigwam has giv-

When the third 
residence building, now in course of 
erection, was complete, he declared 
that as a residential university Alberta 
would stand first among the univer- 
sities of Canada, The equipment of 
the university compared very well with 
older universities and judged by the 
test of proportion of students to staff, 
which was one to twelve.
